In other words it is up to the electorate 
to decide whether the three-year term of 
the Social and Free Democratic coalltlon 
has been a temporary break in the 
predominance of tlhe Christian Democrats 
or the change-over tlıree years ago is 
confirmed to havê been a lasting change 
in the political landscape. 

A decision one way or the other has 
long been overdue. The posltion into 
which both the government and the 
Bundestag lıave manoeuvred themselves 
since the last general election has been 
evident enough. 

Yet as basic facts have run the risk of 
being blurred in recent months by the 
heated and somewhat demagogic tenor of 
public debate it might be as well to recall 
the fundamentals of the situation. 

Even in 1969 the Christian Democratic 
and Christian Social Unions (CDU/CSU) 
emerged as the strongest parliamentary 
party by far In terms of number, Normal- 
ly the largest party forms the government 
or atleast participates in a coalition. ,,. 

Three years ago this was fot tle case, 
largely because the Social and Free 
Democrats made common cause against 
the CDU in the election campaign and 
went on to form a coalition with. a 
majorlty of slx. 

It was, however; clear from the start 
that at least a number of Free Democrats 
in the Bundestag were sceptical to say the 
least about tho newly-formed coalition. 

On assuming office as Federal Chan’ 
collor Willy Brandt must have realised full 
well that he ran the risk of his parlia- 
mentary majority eroding during the 
lifekime of tiie newly-elected: Bundestag. 

This did not deter him from pursuing 
his political aim of engingering a power 
take-over and Inaugurating a new era, and 
tghtly hot. But when the êéxpected 
happened: ‘and his majority gradually 
vanished’ it was not, pèrliaps, ‘the açme’ of

Behaviour towards individual Germans, 
especlally those from the Federal 
Republic, towards tourists, visitors and 
guests of all types is irreproachable.

These barriers must be eliminated by 

the Poles themselves, the trauma must be 
overcome’ by their own willpower. No 
outside help is of any use. This is n sphere 
in which a person is unable to change 
much. He must just look on and see 
whether anything is changing, 
° There are signs that this walting is 
worthwhile. Zycie Warszawy the other 
day reviewed a book dealing with the 
patriotlc upbringing of the young. With 
lack of iillbition rare in this splıere, the 
book criticises the fact that “we prefer tO 
derlve the principles for our attitude 
towards our environment from tradition, 
especially tle more recent tradition of 
war and ' occupation,’ ‘and ignore the 
realities of the world around us. 

“It ls obvious,’ the book continues, 
“that our children kîow more about the 
political organisatlon of the underground 
movement during tlie years of occupation 
than of productivity in the various 
European’ countries and the demands 
made on „people, by production teclıni- 
ques, They know even less about the 
political consequences of such realities. 

“ft is afact that our programme of 
social upbringing looks back to the past, 
impeding. the process of recovery after 
the trauma of the events 'of war and 
allowing no full knowledge’ of the inter- 
national conditions In wich we live"

The car is necessary for two reasons, 
Married couples who want advice yet 
have no means of transport can be 
fetched to the centre and taken home 
afterwards. Staff can also travel into the 
country and conduct the interviews 
thought necessary.

The findings of 
these investigations will be useful to the

The centre employs 
two doctors and four technical staff and 
has a car at its disposal.

Doctors call for 
noise reduction

he General Practitioners Association 

(NAV) has called upon the Ministry of 
Labour to issue a series of specifications or 
the amount of noise office workers can bo 
expected to tolerato. 

The Association stated in Cologne on 
12 September that nolse was as much 4 
health hazard for clerical staff as it was to 
workers on the factory floor and onl 
building sites. 

Noise research must be extended to 
office working and activities demanding

The centre, opened by State Secretary 
Ludwig von Manger-König, lıimself a 
professor, has been granted 686,850 
Marks financlal support. The Health Min” 
istry contributed 275,850 Marks and the 
remaining 411,000 Marks came from the 
Volkswagen Foundation. 


The effectiveness of such a venture will 
be tested during the next three years in 
North Hesse, the area around Marburg. 
But it can already be stated that, compare 
with the costs involved in nursin

Her plans are intended to give fresh 
inıpetus to the political discussion on the 
purpose, content and inethods of study, 
directing it along new lines and eventually 
leading to sensible reforms. 

Hildegard Hamm-Brticher fears that the 
only result of the Federal Constitutional 
Court's Yerdlct Ön university entry restric« 
tions will be what she calls restrictive 
measures in the form of entry examina- 
tions based on doubtful criterla or central 
admission procedure based on the grades 
obtained in advanced certificate of edu 
cation examinations without any teforn 
of study Itself. 

She hopes to avert this through her 
plan to make sehool and university 
education more easily accessible to all 
sections of the population, simpler to 
understand and more successful as far as 
the developntent of creative faculties is 
concerned. 

Her proposals centre around the plan to 
restrict school education to twelve years 
and serap certificate of education exa- 
minations. Instead, all pupils completing 
tlıelr school studies successfully would be 
allowed to attend a course of basle study 
at a comprehensive university. 

Graduates of career training courses 
would also be entitled to enter a cont- 

Ye.. university but: this'makes a 
reform of career trainirıg necessary, The 
course of basic study for students fron 
career training centres would last two 
years Insiead of the one year normal in all 
other cases. 

Completing the basic study period 
successfully would entitle ihe student to 
attend his maln study courses, the second 
stago of lils university career. This would 
normally end after two years with final 
exantinations. 

At the end of this second stage all 
ete would leave university or t 
cast two years, if not for ever. Some 
would immediately go out to work, 
others would complete their career traln- 
ing and a third group would undergo 
practlcal experlence as preparation for an 
academic.career. 

Additlûnal. stages of university edu- 
catlon are envisaged in the form of 
doctorate, courses, courses in another 
subject, extra-mural studles or further 
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countries remain the same and in the 
same order, The Soviet Union heads the 
lsit with 58 gold, 32 silver and 25 bronze 
medals, followed by the United States 
with 36 gold, 33 silver and 33 bronze 
medals. 

Third and fourth place are occupied by 


‘the GDR and this country respectively, 
„ with 24 gold, 26 silver and thirty bronze

‘In the middle of the table considerable 
progress has been made by countries suah 
as Japan, with fourteen, nine and ninê, 
Poland, with eight, five and nine, Italy, 
with seven, five and eleven, Holland, with 
seven, four and Llıree, Sweden, with flve, 
seven and eight, Norway, with four, 
and five, and Switzerland, with four, si 
and three. 1 

These calculations are all overshadowad 
by something more slgnificaıt, though. 
The power and impotence of the Olympic 
Games could hardly have been better 
demonstrated than at Munich. . 

It remains to be seen whether.the men 
who claimed ' the ' immortality of the
